Brainerd has been preparing for a 
dry spell ever since Chief Special 
Agent Larson visited Brainerd early 
in July and ordered 
the 
Brainerd 
Brewing Co. to cease making beer. 
At that time an auto loaded with 
beer had endeavored to make Indian 
teiritory at Bine River before the 
Fourth of July and the driver was 
arrested for drunkenness and upon 
Ms hearing in Brainerd testified the 
beer had been purchased to he taken 
to Pine River. 
The brewery gained a short stay 
nt the end of the tlrst closing notice 
to he utilized to dispose of whatever 
beer had been manufactured. 
With 
the closing of the brewery making 
beer and the cessation of shipments 
of liquor into or out of Brainerd, a 
dry Sahara outlook for some time to 
come faces this municipality. 
Many believe that ('onpress alone 
can ever make this Indian country 
wet, a country governed by Indian 
treaties negotiated in 1855 when In­ 
dians roamed in blankets. 
In Brain­ 
erd at the present time one sees about 
a dozen Indians a year and that may 
be when a few of them come to town 
to sell blueberries.
